dieted today- 
Taking advantage of the Senate’s 
week-end recess, Senators who favor 
the placing of additional and 
more 
drastic restrictions upon the use of 
intoxicating liquors for beverage or 
medical 
purposes prepared to with­ 
stand the attacks upon the bill which 
will be renewed Monday by Senator 
Broussard, Democrat, Louisiana, and 
others who declare that such legisla­ 
tion is unwarranted 
and unconstitu­ 
tional. 
Although he has failed in two at­ 
tempts to fix a definite date for a 
vote on the beer bill, Senator Sterling 
remains confident that all amendments 
can be disposed of and a final vote 
taken before the middle of the week. 
In the meantime, those who oppose 
passage of the measure are contin­ 
uing their demands for the issuance 
by the revenue commissioner Blair of 
the wine and beer regulation# which 
have been held up by the bureau of 
internal revenue since the Palmer de­ 
cision. Senator Nelson, Republican, of 
Missouri, chairman of the Senate Pro­ 
hibition rules committee insists that 
Blair is acting in

brewers and wine manufacturers 
in

Another Blow Is Dealt 
Illegal W hisky 
To 


Policies 
of 
Treasury and 
Congress 
Differ Over 
Appropriations 


Washington* August 
6.—President 
Harding is coming home from his va­ 
cation to find another hot conflict in 
progress between the executive 
and 
legislative branches of the 
govern­ 
ment. 
It appeared certain today that only 
Presidential intervention can straight­ 
en out the tangle over the 1922 taxes 
and end the dispute between congress 
and the Treasury Department wver 
how much is necessary to keep 
the 
wheels of the government turning for 
another year. 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
and his advisers, with an eye to the 
spending needs of the government,es­ 
timate the government will need $4,- 
550,000,000 and they have put up to 
Congress the job of providing it. 
Members of Congress with an eye 
to the coming concessional elections 
on which their political lives depend, 
estimate that these figures can 
be 
trimmed by at least $500,000,000, per­ 
haps more. So far they have refused 
to figure on a national spending bill of 
more than four billion and a half dol­ 
lars. 
And here the dead-lock exists. 
Both sides are standing pat and ap­ 
parently waiting for some word from. 
on high. 
The principal difficulty js a differ­ 
ence in policy between the Treasury 
and Congress. The Treasury favors a 
“pay as you enter” policy with current 
bills paid on the spot from current 
revenues. 
Many leaders in Congress 
contend that this is unnecessary, that 
it is putting too heavy a burden op, 
the public this year to expect the al­ 
ready weary tax-payer to take nip the 
war-time slack in a single year. Why 
not. they contend, 
distribute 
these 
enormous tax burdens over 
several 
years and thereby lighten the load. 


Prohibition Officials Take Action Against Sale of Bond­ 
ed Liquors for Aj*my Purposes—Thousands 
May Lose Licenses 


W ashington, August 6.— Prohib­ 
ition officials struck another blow 
at illegal 
whiskey 
today. 
They 
screwed the lid tighter on bonded 
liquors for drug purposes. They be­ 
gan slashing into the permits of 
thousands of wholesale 
druggists. 
The prediction was made that hun­ 
dreds would be cut off from whisk­ 
ey supply. The permits of whole­ 
salers who fall outsie of a new test 
established will be revoked. As a 
result total with-drawals this year 
will be reduced by five million gal­ 
lons, including distilled liquors 
of 
all kinds. 
Commissioner Haynes said whole­ 
sale druggists, under the limitations 
now imposed by new regulations ef­ 


fective today w ill be compelled to 
confine their sales of non-beverage 
or medicinal whiskey to IO percent 
their total sales. Haynes called In 
his staff of inspectors and arrang­ 
ed for an immediate check on 
the 
business of wholesalers 
for 
the 
past three 
months 
to determine 
their legitim ate requirements. 
All prohibition directors 
to<tay 
were instructed to make an immed­ 
iate inventory of stocks and sales 
of wholesalers and 
to 
supervise 
carefully the future 
withdrawals 
for medicinal or other 
purposes. 
Many large wholesalers by the new 
ruling w ill be forced to reduce their 
requirements by 75 percent on the 
basis of their business as shown by 
their hooks.
